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Man, 41, 
dies in 
holiday 
tragedy

HALESOWEN-BORN 
David Cook, a 41-year-old 
father-of-two, was killed 
when his motorbike crashed 
with a car in France. 

The tragedy happened 
two days before he was due 
to return home to his wife, 
Joy, and children, Adam, 
aged 22, and Chloe, 19. 

His family described him 
as a ‘wonderful husband, 
father and son’. 

Mr Cook rode his bike to 
work most days at Evans 
and White Ltd, Dawley 
Brook Road, Kingswinford, 
and had gone on holiday 
with a friend, Bernie 
Brinkmann, of Stourbridge. 

Joy Cook, aged 44, said: 
“We had been together more 
than 23 years and he lived 
for his family.” 

His father John, of Stour¬ 
bridge, said: “We have lost a 
wonderful husband, father 
and son. He was marvellous 
and meant the world to us 
all.” 

Mr Cook played for the 
veterans’ team of Old 
Halesonians Rugby Club in 
Halesowen, where he had 
played since his teenage 
years. 

The family is making 
arrangements for his body to 
be flown home. No date has 
yet been set for the funeral. 

Crash closes 
part of M5 

A SECTION of the M5 had 
to be closed between 
Oldbury and Halesowen yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday) follow¬ 
ing a two-car crash.

THOUSANDS TO GET 
NEW WHEEL! BUS

HOMES in Halesowen will 
be among the first to get 
new wheelie bins as part of 
a £2.5m council scheme. 

About 40,000 homes in Dudley 
borough will start getting the bins 
from July 1. 

And people in Halesowen, Coseley, Stour¬ 
bridge, Quarry Bank, Netherton, and 
Kingswinford will be among the first. 

Households will also get two bags for 
paper, card, plastic bottles and cans as part 
of an expansion of the recycling service. 

A second phase of deliveries will take 
place later this year, and the final phase will 
be carried out by spring 2014. 

Once all of the phases have been com¬ 
pleted residents will only have one collec¬ 
tion day for both recycling and household 
waste. Some residents now have up to 
three. 

And specialist computer software has 
been used to work out the most efficient bin 
collection routes. 

Households will use their blue bag for 
paper and card, green bag for plastic bottles 
and cans and the existing black box for 
glass bottles and jars. 

Important 

Councillor Tracy Wood, cabinet member 
for environment and culture, said: “We 
want to do everything we can to help our 
residents to recycle more. 

“We pride ourselves on offering a quality 
service to our residents and I would like to 
thank residents for their patience while we 
make these important changes.” 

The change comes after Dudley Council 
received a government grant of £1.8m to 
extend the borough’s recycling schemes. 

The cash will also be used to enable the 
council to continue emptying bins every 
week. 

The council was one of 85 authorities 
which have had their application for the 
cash approved by the Department for Com¬ 
munities and Local Government. 

At present, households are given bin 
liners for household waste and a box for 
recycling paper, glass and tins. 

It is hoped the plan to introduce wheelie 
bins will save the council £250,000 a year 
now spent on black bin bags.

Move to 
cut speed 
limit near 
schools 

A PLAN to introduce 20mph 
speed limits or other safety 
measures on roads outside 
11 schools in Dudley 
borough, including one in 
Halesowen, have been 
drawn up. 

Teachers, parents and 
community leaders have 
called for speed limits to be 
slashed outside the schools 
which are on busy roads. 

The Halesowen school is 
St Kenelm RC Primary, in 
Richmond Street. 

The plan follows a review 
of school sites across the 
borough to look at where 
lower speed limits were nec¬ 
essary. Councillors agreed to 
look at the issue in October 
2011 to improve safety near 
the busiest schools. 

Schools could request to 
have the limits reduced 
outside their premises, with 
council officials tasked to 
investigate further. 

But road layouts and 
traffic flows have proved 
stumbling blocks for plans to 
introduce the measure on 
some main roads. 

The issue was coming up 
for discussion at Dudley 
Council’s cabinet today 
(Thursday). 

In total 13 road sites have 
been identified as priorities 
following consultation with 
schools and ward councillors 
last year, and the Halesowen 
school is considered one of 
the more urgent. 

A more detailed technical 
evaluation of the sites will 
now take place by council 
officers.

The 66-year-old was woken by a 


loud noise last week and smelled 
gas. She noticed the pipes on the side 
of the semi-detached house in 
Robert Wynd were missing. 

National Grid spokeswoman Jane 
Taylor said: “We were called out to 
houses in Coseley where pipework 
was stolen and we made the situa¬ 
tion safe. It beggars belief that 
people would do this as it is incredi¬ 
bly dangerous.” 


Mrs Pearce, who looks after her 
disabled husband John, 70, said: “I 
looked outside and the pipes had 
gone - I couldn’t believe it. It was 
very worrying. 

“It left us without gas for two days 
while we waited for it to be fixed. 

“When my new boiler was fitted 
in 2010, 1 said at the time I wasn’t 
happy with the pipes being outside 
where they could be seen.” 


Homes in nearby Clifton Street 
were also hit. Fire crews from 
Dudley and Bilston were called to 
Clifton Street after residents 
reported a strong smell of gas. They 
found copper gas piping cut off on 
one end of the row of properties. 

Firefighter Andy Rainey said: 
“These people have put their lives 
and the lives of others at risk by 
stealing this metal.”

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Go-ahead for homes 
on site of former club 


THE site of a demolished club 
in Stourbridge is making way 
for new homes after the 
scheme was given the go- 
ahead by council chiefs. 

Dudley Council planning officers have 
approved Smethwick-based Bains 
Builders’ planning application for the 
housing development on the former 
Stourbridge War Memorial Club. 

The old club, in Amblecote High 
Street, was knocked down last month. 

It had become a magnet for vandalism 
and anti-social behaviour since it closed 
in 2002. 

Earlier plans to turn the site into a 
restaurant and cabaret bar in 2010 fell 
though after residents raised concerns. 

Concerns 

Last August, the site was sold by estate 
agents Lee Shaw Partnership and a pro¬ 
posal was put forward in January to 
build four detached care homes for 
young adults on the site. 

But that planning application was 
later withdrawn because of concerns 
over the amount of traffic that would be 
going in and out of site. 

The latest plan by Bains Builders is for 
four houses. 

Under the new scheme, each of the 
four houseswill have four en-suite bed¬ 
rooms. 

The homes will be brick-built with the 
style designed to be in keeping with 
existing properties in the area. 

Margaret Scott, chairman of the 
Stourbridge Town Partnership, wel¬ 
comed the approval for the new plans. 

She said: “The building was an 
absolute eyesore before.”

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Man, 25, 
sent to 
jail after 
car crash 

A DRIVER who took his girl¬ 
friend’s car and smashed 
into another vehicle after 
ignoring a red light, has 
been jailed for 12 months. 

Daniel Biles, of Lodge 
Crescent, Netherton, took 
the car without permission 
and hit a Land Rover Dis¬ 
covery in Marriott Road, 
Brierley Hill. 

The other driver had gone 
through a green light and 
had even slowed down. 
About £500 damage was 
caused to the Land Rover, 
Howard Searle, prosecuting, 
told Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

The driver found the car 
Biles was driving abandoned 
along the road. 

Biles, aged 25, was found 
guilty of dangerous driving, 
driving with no insurance, 
failing to stop at the scene of 
an accident and aggravated 
vehicle taking, after a trial 
at Dudley Magistrates 
Court. 

He was jailed for 12 
months for dangerous 
driving and was given a 
three-month sentence for 
aggravated vehicle taking, 
to run concurrently. He was 
also banned from driving for 
two years. 

Stephen Hamblett, 
defending, said Biles’s 
partner had forgiven him 
and they were still together. 

He added: “She has lost 
out as the insurance 
company is not paying out.” 

Councils 
warned 
on filming 

COUNCILS have been 
warned by Eric Pickles to 
stop using false legal objec¬ 
tions to prevent the public 
filming meetings. 

The Communities Secre¬ 
tary said he wanted to stand 
up for public scrutiny as he 
published a guide to people’s 
rights to report proceedings 
and obtain official docu¬ 
ments. 

The Department for Com¬ 
munities and Local Govern¬ 
ment said councils 
continued to refuse to allow 
councillors and officers to be 
filmed, but it was a miscon¬ 
ception that it was prohib¬ 
ited. Mr Pickles said: “I want 
to stand up for the rights of 
journalists and taxpayers to 
scrutinise decisions of the 
state. Data protection 
should not be used to sup¬ 
press reporting.” 


Rowena's £lOk target in memory of tragic son 


HEARTBROKEN mother Rowena 
Jeremy is channelling grief into action. 

She has raised nearly £5,000 by 
running in memory of her son, who died 
aged eight, from an asthma attack. 

Despite being asthmatic herself, Mrs 
Jeremy, aged 38, of Wordsley, has been 
inspired by her son Owen’s love of sport. 
And with friends, she has started taking 
part in races. 

She competed in a Manchester 10,000 
kilometre event recently - and plans to 


carry on to raise £10,000 for Asthma UK 
by the end of the year. 

“I know its something Owen would 
never have believed his mummy could 
do,” said Mrs Jeremy. “I have really 
enjoyed it and I will be carrying on.” 

Owen, who loved football and swim¬ 
ming, died last May when he went into 
cardiac arrest in Dudley’s Russells Hall 
Hospital after suffering an asthma attack 
at his school, Fairhaven Primary. 

Friends of Owen, his mother and 


father, David, have also been running to 
raise cash in his memory. They include 
David Rowe, headteacher of Fairhaven 
Primary, other staff at the school and 
mothers of some of the youngster’s pals. 

School friends have also raised £13,000 
for an adventure playground at the school 
in memory of Owen, who lived with his 
parents in Primrose Hill.

A DEVOTED elderly couple were found 
holding hands in the wreckage of a car crash 
which claimed their lives. 

John and Betty Hodgkiss died in the smash and were 
found with their hands clasped together inside their badly 
damaged car moments after the tragedy. 

Mr Hodgkiss, an 82-year-old retired bus driver and 


former army corporal, died 
at the scene of the accident 
last Friday at Wootton, Six 
Ashes, on the A458 Bridg¬ 
north to Stourbridge road. 

His 79-year-old wife was 
airlifted to Birmingham’s 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
where she died the following 
evening. 

The couple, who had been 
married for 52 years, were 
travelling from their home 
in Bilston Road, Tipton, to 
their favourite pub near 
Bridgnorth for a meal when 
their car, a Ford Mondeo, 
was in collision with a grey 
Audi A4 TDI estate. 

Their son David, 47, of the 
Woodside estate, Dudley, 
said: “The most comforting 
thing for me is that they 
have gone together. 

“We were told that they 
were found holding hands in 
the car so they must have 
had time to say goodbye to 
each other.” 

Married 

The couple also leave 
daughter-in-law Jackie and 
granddaughters, Katie, 26, 
Rebecca, 18, Jessica, 16, and 
Samantha, 15. 

Mr Hodgkiss had served 
in the Royal Electrical and 
Mechanical Engineers, after 
which he worked as a coach 
driver, which led to a chance 
meeting with Betty. 

They were together for 10 
months before they married 
at Hill Top Methodist 
Church, West Bromwich, in 
1961. 

Mr Hodgkiss had some 
mobility problems in recent 
years and had a hip opera¬ 
tion last October. He bought

the automatic Mondeo Zetec 
about six weeks ago. 

The couple would often 
visit The River and Rail 
Country Inn, in Hampton 
Loade, near Bridgnorth. 

Police said they were trav¬ 
elling from the Stourbridge 
direction towards Bridg¬ 
north when the accident 
happened. 

The woman driving the 
Audi suffered minor 
injuries. 

“We want to thank all 
their friends and neighbours 
and our family for being so 
supportive and also the 
emergency services for what 
they did, and the family 
police liaison officer,” added 
David. 

“I’m still devastated - I 
can’t believe they are gone. 
They were such a brilliant 
couple.” 

Next-door neighbour 
Philip Barklam, 54, said: 
“They were a lovely couple.”

GP surgery closes as 
part of merger plan 


A DOCTOR’S surgery has been closed as part 
of a merger plan, ahead of the opening of a 
multi-million pound health centre in Stour¬ 
bridge. 

Work is under way to convert the derelict former Foster, 
Rastrick and Company plant into an £8.5 million health 


centre. 

The development, which 
will serve 26,000 patients, is 
being created by Worcester 
Street Medical Practice in 
partnership with Primary 
Health Properties Pic. 

The practice operates 
three surgeries which will 
close in phases before the 
main facility opens in 2014. 

The first branch surgery 
to shut will be the one in 
Meriden Avenue, Wollaston, 
on June 29. 

Difficulties 

Some patients have raised 
concerns about the move 
because of the extra dis¬ 
tances to travel, especially 
for elderly people or those 
with mobility problems. 

Ward councillor Ian 
Marrey said: “I can under¬ 
stand some people will be 
disappointed that they face 
difficulties and it could be 
hard for them to get to the 
other surgeries. 

There is another surgery 
in Wollaston, however.” 

Practice manager 

Cathryn Bateman said they 
would listen to patients’ con¬ 
cerns but the move out of the

outdated facilities was nec¬ 
essary. 

“We are sorry that some of 
our patients feel that the 
closure of Meriden Avenue 
will adversely affect them. 

“We can reassure them 
that we remain committed 
to providing first-class 
health care during the tran¬ 
sition and beyond,” she said. 

“We are very happy to 
discuss the issue with 
patients that feel directly 
affected. We have developed 
new premises with our 
patients in mind. We are 
aware that we have out¬ 
grown our current premises 
and that they are no longer 
suitable.” 

Approval for plans was 
given around three years ago 
but the scheme was not 
finalised until a contract was 
agreed between Worcester 
Street Medical Practice and 
Primary Health Properties 
last October. 

Primary Health Proper¬ 
ties will lease the centre on a 
25-year contract to the GP 
practice when building is 
complete.

Wildlife 
protected 
as homes 
are built 

WORK on a housing devel¬ 
opment in the grounds of an 
18th century manor house 
near Stourbridge is under 
way. 

Ecologists have been on site 
at Wordsley Manor 
installing features to protect 
wildlife on the site, off Mead- 
owfields Close, before con¬ 
struction starts on 14 
homes. 

A survey found three 
species of bat and three 
types of slow worms there. 

The measures to protect 
them include saving forag¬ 
ing areas and creating a 
lighting scheme that would 
not scare bats away. Bat 
boxes will be put up, reptiles 
will be moved and a ‘sunken 
reptile movement’ corridor 
will allow the slow worms to 
move from the brook to the 
canal. 

Gavin Warr, managing 
director of developer Sel- 
bourne Homes, said: “We’ve 
got about a month or so 
before we start building.” 

More than 100 people 
objected to the scheme when 
it went before Dudley 
Council planners in 2011. 

They were worried about 
its impact on traffic and car 
parking, and conservation 
group Natural England had 
concerns over wildlife. 

The council gave approval 
after the Hagley-based 
developers promised to 
protect the bats and slow 
worms.

EXTRA free parking spaces could be created in 
Stourbridge town centre after concerns were 
raised about cars clogging up the streets. 

Council bosses are carrying out a review to see where additional 
on-street bays can be provided to boost the town’s High Street. 


The move comes after Mar¬ 
garet Scott, chairman of Stour¬ 
bridge Township Council, 
called for charges to be dropped 
at two car parks in Birmingham 
Street in a bid to attract visi¬ 
tors. 

She said cars lined streets 
within walking distance of the 
town centre. 

“I live in Parkfield Road and 
I’ve seen people leave their cars 
here and walk into the town 
centre and then come back with 
bags from Co-op and Iceland,” 
she said. 

“All the streets within 
walking distance from the town 
centre are the same. People are 
trying to avoid paying to park.” 

Pressure 

She has suggested that the 
council make the car parks in 
Birmingham Street, which she 
says are seldom used, free of 
charge. 

“They are not used at the 
moment but they would be just 
as close to the town centre as 
the streets where people are 
parking now.” 

But Councillor Judy Foster, 
cabinet member for regenera¬ 
tion, said: “While there are no 
plans to remove charges at 
Birmingham Street car parks,

we are reviewing parking in the 
town centre with a view to 
improving, where possible, the 
availability of free on-street 
parking.” 

Meanwhile Councillor Ian 
Marrey has spoken out about a 
shortage of parking in Wollas¬ 
ton. 

He said there had been a 
growing shortage of spaces fol¬ 
lowing the demolition of the old 
Bell Street multi-storey car 
park in April 

“This has increased the pres¬ 
sure on the limited off-street car 
parking,” he added. 

Councillor Marrey had 
objected to plans to convert a 
former butcher’s shop in 
Worcester Street into four flats, 
saying it would increase pres¬ 
sure on parking. 

The plans were approved by 
the council’s planning commit¬ 
tee, after officers said there 
would be potentially be more 
traffic if the site was used as a 
shop. 

The old multi-storey car park 
in Bell Street was demolished 
last year for the Tesco develop¬ 
ment. There will be 500 spaces 
available when the store opens 
later this year.

How users help to 
select new nurses 


Recruitment is changing. 
MARISHA CYSEWSKI 

reports on the University of 
Wolverhampton’s pioneers 

WHEN Sue Higgs interviews 
potential nurses she looks for 
“kindness, a willingness to 
learn and above all compas¬ 
sion” and she should know the 
value of these qualities. 

She is not a medical professional, but 
she is drawing on her first hand experi¬ 
ence of the NHS to help select nursing 
students for the University of Wolver¬ 
hampton, alongside tutors and nurses 
from clinical practice. 

Mrs Higgs, of Penn, Wolverhampton, 
was a carer for her husband of 43 years, 
John, for six years after he suffered a 
brain haemorrhage which left him 
unable to look after himself. 

He was a former teacher at Colton Hills 
Community School; he sadly died three 
and a half years ago. 

Increase 

She says: “Before John died we had 
some good and some not so good experi¬ 
ences with the NHS, I wanted to give 
something back for the positive experi¬ 
ences.” 

The university has 480 student 
nursing places, this year there has 
already been more than 3,700 applica¬ 
tions. 

The numbers applying to NHS-funded 
courses has increased considerably since 
the rise in tuition fees, so it is more com¬ 
petitive than ever to get a place. 

Panel members will interview around 
10 applicants a day, for courses starting 
in September and January. 

Hilary Jones, aged 54, of Dudley, has 
suffered from Chronic Fatigue Syndrome 
for 15 years, an incurable illness which 
left her housebound. She is receiving 
training to become a panel member in the 
School of Health and Wellbeing.

She says: “It is uplifting to see the 
university’s commitment to make the 
theory they teach a reality through 
involving us. Our opinions are respected 
and the university is dedicated to 
making the courses well rounded expe¬ 
riences. 

“I think having service users involved 
in the course helps the students get a 
better understanding of what they are 
letting themselves in for.” 

The service users’ judgements carry 
equal weighting to the views of the pro¬ 
fessionals and they are trained in areas 
such as equality and diversity to help 
their interview technique. 

Head of Adult Nursing, Clare 
Corness-Parr, says: “The service users 
know what they want from nurses, they 


and Naomi Perry helped by interviews 

are able to spot passion, enthusiasm and 
other personal qualities that make a 
good carer in the interviewees.” Their 
role goes beyond the interview process 
to the lecture hall, where students are 
able to directly question them about the 
illnesses they suffer, in preparation for 
their training placements in hospitals 
in Burton, Walsall, Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton and Sandwell. 

Student nurse, Emma Simpson, of 
Coseley, aged 24, said: “I was inter¬ 
viewed by one of the service users. 

“I found talking to him about his 
experiences really helped me to open up 
and show some of my qualities to the 
rest of the panel. 

“Nurses are there for the patients, I 
think getting more feedback from them 


is most beneficial for our development.” 

Rupy Pandaal is the service user and 
carer strategy co-ordinator and recruits 
the new panel members. He says: “The 
service users have a range of experi¬ 
ences, from life threatening illnesses to 
being carers. 

“Some of them have had previous 
involvement with the university; others 
have heard through word of mouth and 
expressed their interest.” 

Around 50 service users are involved 
but there are plans to increase the 
number as the revised interview process 
is rolled out to more other fields of nurses 
including mental health, learning dis¬ 
ability and children’s nursing. 

The Francis Report following the 
public inquiry into Mid Staffordshire has 
shaken the NHS’s foundations as it 
described failings leading to appalling 
standards of care, since this service users 
are becoming more involved in health 
care education on a national level. 

The university is one of the first edu¬ 
cational establishments to involve 
service users in interviews, although this 
process began before the report was 
released. 

Improve 

The scheme was piloted last year when 
six service users took part in 18 inter¬ 
view dates, which showed they could 
make valuable recommendations. 

The report aims to improve the stan¬ 
dard of care for patients and has called 
for a selection of student nurses who 
have the right attitude and are able to 
put the welfare of others first. 

The Francis Report made 290 recom¬ 
mendations to deliver better care, at the 
heart of this is the desire to put patients 
first and ensure that they are listened to. 

Sue Higgs says: “Nursing my husband, 
John, was a hard time and big learning 
curve. I hope my experiences can help to 
benefit others. 

“I do feel like my opinions are being lis¬ 
tened to and valued on the panel and 
hope that the nurses we help to choose go 
on to make great carers and have suc¬ 
cessful careers.”

A MAN who was killed when 
he was hit by a car in a 
country lane, was more than 
three times over the drink 
drive limit for alcohol, an 
inquest heard. 

Avtar Bening was seen staggering in 
and out of the bushes in the dark in 
Forge Lane, by another motorist before 
he was hit near Sandwell Valley Cre¬ 
matorium last July 29. 

Mr Bening, 46 and unemployed, died 
from spinal and head injuries. 

At an inquest at Smethwick Council 
House, driver Rayel Johnson described 


the moment he hit Mr Bening, of 
Alexandra Avenue in Handsworth. 

Mr Johnson, of Ada Road in Smeth¬ 
wick, said: “From nowhere this man 
appeared in front of the car. I never 
even saw him, I just felt the hit. 

The inquest also heard from traffic 
collision investigator Pc Graham Har¬ 
rison, who found that the offside 
dipped light beam on Mr Johnson’s 
Ford Focus was not working. 

But he said the light failure would 
not have made any difference. Mr 
Johnson would still not have had 
enough time to react before the colli¬ 
sion. In a reconstruction of the crash, 


Pc Harrison found the country lane to 
being ‘as dark as it gets’. 

He said a blood test showed there 
were 230 milligrams of alcohol in 100 
millitres of blood in Mr Bening’s blood. 
The legal limit for driving is 80 mil¬ 
ligrams. 

Black Country Coroner Robin 
Balmain concluded Mr Bening died as 
a result of the crash. He said: “This 
highlights the danger to pedestrians - 
firstly of walking in the road in very 
dark clothing and secondly walking at 
night having drunk a lot of alcohol.” 

He added: “There is no reason for Mr 
Johnson to criticise himself.”

Silver Bullet missed its target 


IT WAS sleek. It was shiny. And it was very 
fast. But not, as it turned out, nearly fast 
enough. 

The Silver Bullet was the pride of the workforce who 
created her, a powerful 4,000 horsepower beast engi¬ 
neered and crafted with one aim in mind - to set a new 
land speed record. It really looked the business as this 
mechanical marvel was unveiled to the public for the 
first time on February 21, 1930. 

For the avoidance of doubt about where the credit 
might lie, the words “Designed & Built by the Sunbeam 
Motor Car Co. Ltd, Wolverhampton, England,” were 
emblazoned on the side. On the nose were two crossed 
flags - the Stars and Stripes, and the Union Jack, reflect¬ 
ing the fact that this was a British record attempt which 
would take place in the United States. 

According to the internet, photos of the Silver Bullet 
are rare. But the Chronicle’s sister paper,the Express & 
Star, has rediscovered a clutch of original prints in its 
archives, some of which may not have been seen for more 
than 80 years - if ever. The pictures also capture the 
process of readying the Silver Bullet for its long journey 
to Daytona Beach in Florida. 

Star turn at the unveiling was Kaye Don, the intrepid 
driver who would be taking to the cockpit in an attempt 
to recapture the land speed record for Sunbeam. Sir

Henry Segrave had reached 231mph in 1929 - breaking 
the 1927 record of 203mph set by the Sunbeam lOOOHfi 
nicknamed The Slug. The Silver Bullet travelled in a 
specially constructed reinforced case measuring 31ft by 
7ft by 6ft, and weighing about three tons which, with the 
4.5 tons of the car, took the total weight over seven tons. 

The packing kept a party of eight or 10 men fully occu¬ 
pied for about three hours on the evening of Saturday, 
February 22. Loading the crate on to a 12-ton, six 
wheeled lorry to take it to Southampton, took a further 
hour or so on the Sunday. 

Problems 

The Silver Bullet finally left the works on the Monday, 
to be shipped to New York during that week on the liner 
Berengaria, together with Kaye Don and a team of 
picked mechanics from the Sunbeam experimental and 
racing department. 

Arriving in mid-March at Daytona Beach, all was 
ready to bring home the glory to Wolverhampton, where 
the town was closely following the record bid. 

Immediately there were a host of problems. There was 
trouble with the car’s supercharger. The beach also 
proved to be very bumpy and Don was seen being 
bounced and bobbed about in the cockpit ‘like a jack-in- 


a-box’. And the weather was bad. On three early runs, 
Don only made lOlmph. He needed to be able to double 
that - and more. There were rumours about friction 
developing in the camp, and of a conference between 
Don and the designer, Mr Louis Coatalen ‘during which 
both parties displayed some heat’. 

On March 21, Don said: “The weather conditions have 
been awful. It has rained practically every day I have 
been here. It seems that conditions have been all against 
us, but I am still more than hopeful. Believe me, I am 
going to break that record. The Silver Bullet is every¬ 
thing I could ask for. The sands have been the trouble.” 

Gamely they battled on, making adjustments, tack¬ 
ling technical snags, but not able to do anything about 
the beach conditions, which were so bad that Don was in 
danger of being pitched out of the cockpit. 

On April 10, it was all over. After a series of runs, Kaye 
Don abandoned his attempt. In a first trial run, the car 
bounced perilously as it passed over sand ridges, but 
reached 182.741mph over the measured mile. 

A few changes, and a second run, down to 155.44mph. 
Further supercharger adjustments. This time, the 
Silver Bullet reached just 108mph. The game was up. 

And the Silver Bullet? It was not destined to end up 
shiny and polished in a museum or motoring display. It 
was sold on and eventually scrapped.

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Man sent to prison for 
dog attack on woman

A MAN whose Staffordshire bull 
terrier cross-breed left a woman 
with an ‘appalling’ injury in an 
attack, has been jailed. 

Recovering heroin addict John Round 
was told the prison sentence should serve 
as a warning to other dog owners to keep 
their animals under control. 

He got involved in a row between a man 
and a woman in Cole Street, Netherton, 
last July, while out with his dog. 

He ended up attacking the drunken man, 
kicking and stamping on him. While the 
attack was going on, his dog slipped off its 
lead and bit the woman on her left breast, 
causing it to tear. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court heard that the 
woman had been left with a scar and was 
also suffering from depression because of 
what happened. 

Judge Robin Onions sentenced Round, 
42, of Cole Street, who had initially denied 
occasioning actual bodily harm and failing 
to keep his dog under proper control under 
the Dangerous Dogs Act, but changed his 
plea, to 46 weeks in prison. 

Judge Onions also barred Round from 
keeping dogs for two years and ordered the 
dog must be muzzled and kept on a lead 
when in public, or be subject to a destruc¬ 
tion order. 

He said the sentence should serve as a 
warning to other dog owners. 


Two raids investigated 

RAIDERS took a wallet from a house in 
Kidderminster and drove off in the family’s 
car. It is one of two similar raids last week 
being investigated by police - the other was 
at Romsley, near Halesowen. 

The first happened at a home off Sum- 
merhill Avenue. A blue Audi S3 Quattro, 
registration RPM 601, was stolen. In the 
raid at Bromsgrove Road, Romsley, a red 
Land Rover Freelander, OE04 EFK, was 
stolen.

Firm tackles kit problem 
fating young footballers 


A PROPERTY company has 
saved aspiring footballers at 
a Brierley Hill housing estate 
from an embarrassing iden¬ 
tity crisis. 

As part of the Hawbush Project - a 
social help enterprise run by Amble- 
cote Christian Centre in Brettell Lane 
- a team was formed, but the players 
had no strip. 

When church members and property 
company directors Eric Morse-Brown, 
Nic Burrows and Paul Westwood heard 
of the dilemma, they stepped in to help, 
providing sponsorship with 24 strips 
for the team. 


Mr Morse-Brown, who is based at 
Trinity Property in Wolverhampton 
Street, Dudley, said: “It’s great to be 
able to help these lads get kitted out.” 

Simon Ashby, Hawbush Project 
director, added: “When we began on 
the estate a decade ago we had a group 
of nine and 10-year-olds who played 
football with us. 

“We used to joke that one day they’d 
be a proper adult team, play in a league 
and win trophies. 

“In 2012 the same lads came to us 
and asked if we could form an adult 
side, and here we are today - with a 
group of 24 16-to 25-year-olds as 
Hawbush FC preparing for the kick-off 


in the third division of the West Mid¬ 
lands Christian Football League.” 

He added the Hawbush area was 
hugely deprived, with such issues as 
family breakdowns, substance abuse 
and anti-social behaviour. 

The estate is also in the bottom 1.3 
per cent of the country for its education 
and in the bottom 10 per cent for dep¬ 
rivation. 

“Football plays a massive role in 
helping to address issues on the estate. 
It provides a weekly focal point where 
we can encourage these guys to be 
socially responsible and find out how 
best we can meet their needs,” added 
Simon.

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Thousands hit 
by black-out 

UP to 2,000 properties in Stourbridge 
and Lye were hit by a power cut last 
week. 

Homes and businesses suffered the 
power loss at around 10.10am last 
Thursday. 

Most of them had their power 
restored by noon the same day. Char¬ 
lotte Buckby, who works at the 
Windsor Castle pub in Lye said their 
power was off for a total of 45 
minutes. 

She said: “It went off three times. 
It meant we couldn’t do any work.” 

Western Power Distribution 
spokeswoman Stella Hayward said 
the power cut affected 2,000 proper¬ 
ties. It is thought the problem was 
caused by a faulty cable. 


Man jailed over robberies is 
ordered to pay back £9,000 


A MAN who was jailed for 17 
years for his part in a series of 
violent robberies in the Mid¬ 
lands has been ordered to pay 
£9,000 or face a further spell in 
prison. 

Craig Reginald Clarke, formerly of 
Fareham Road, Birmingham, and four 
other men, were sentenced at Worces¬ 
ter Crown Court in December 2011. 

The gang had plotted a series of rob¬ 


beries, the first in North Worcester¬ 
shire at Barnt Green in April 2010 
where several men tied up the occu¬ 
pants before escaping with firearms 
worth more than £100,000. 

Further violent raids were carried 
out at Solihull in May 2010 and a week 
later in Lichfield. Cars, cash, jewellery 
and valuable pottery were among items 
stolen. 

The judge, in sentencing Clarke and 
the others, said it was ‘professional 
criminality of the utmost seriousness 


with terror inflicted on the victims’. 
Clarke admitted conspiracy to commit 
three robberies at homes in Barnt 
Green, at Hampton Lane, Solihull, and 
Raikes Lane, Lichfield. 

West Mercia Police, who led the 
investigation into the robberies, has 
now successfully applied for a confisca¬ 
tion order against Clarke for known 
assets of £9,000. 

He reappeared at Worcester Crown 
Court and was given six months to pay 
or face a further five months imprison¬ 


ment. Mr Pat Kelly, from the West 
Mercia Police Economic Crime Unit, 
said: “It was found Clarke had bene¬ 
fited from the crimes to the value of 
£45,000 and was ordered to pay back 
£9,000 representing one-fifth of the 
total outstanding. Others in the gang 
have faced similar orders. The rest of 
the stolen property was recovered by 
the police. 

“We will always seek to recover crim¬ 
inals’ assets under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act.” 


Centre offering 
tattoo removal 

ONE of the region’s hospitals is now 
offering a private body hair and 
tattoo removal service. 

People can now pay privately to 
use the Birmingham Regional Skin 
Laser Centre, which is based at the 
Birmingham Skin Centre at City 
Hospital. 

The unit at the hospital, run by 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals Trust, is now able to offer 
private laser hair removal, and tattoo 
removal treatment to people from 
across the Midlands. 

Experts at the centre say that with 
laser treatment, hair growth 
becomes progressively slower, finer 
and lighter, with a possible reduction 
in hair growth of up to 70 per cent.

Railway parking 
boost welcomed 


RAIL campaigners have wel¬ 
comed plans to create an 
extra 175 parking spaces at 
Stourbridge Junction 
railway station. 

It is part of a £1.3 million 
project announced by Centro 
to expand the park and ride 
service. 

Members of Stourbridge 
Line User Group (SLUG) 
said the car park extension 
would help to meet demand 
from commuters. 

Chairman Rob Hebron 
said: “I am delighted that 
years of lobbying have pro¬ 
duced a positive effect. 

“This will bring the total 
capacity to almost 1,000. I 
cannot overstate how fortu¬ 


nate we are in having free car 
parking at key stations and it 
is a major factor in raising 
demand for train services.” 

There are now 780 spaces 
at Stourbridge Junction - 
381 on the main site by the 
station buildings and 401 
spaces on an overflow car 
park off Brook Road. 

But there is a large 
demand for the spaces with 
the car parks often full to 
capacity by the end of the 
morning rush hour. Nearby 
roads also become clogged 
with cars left by commuters. 

Stourbridge MP Margot 
James has also welcomed the 
revamp work which is due to 
start in summer 2014.

Terminally ill man, 56, 
tried to use fake licence 


A TERMINALLY ILL man used 
a fake Bulgarian driving 
licence to try to spend the 
summer riding a motorbike, a 
court heard. 

Leonard Hawthorne had a full UK 
driving licence but wanted to use a 
motorbike, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. He had had the fake 
licence for some time and attempted to 
use it to get permission to ride a motor¬ 


bike included on his licence. The 56- 
year-old, of Dudley, has prostate 
cancer, the court heard. He had not 
been in trouble before the age of 52 
when he was given a six-year prison 
term for rioting while being involved 
with a motorcycle gang. 

Prosecutor Mark Phillips said: 
“Since being released from prison he 
said he was terminally ill and wanted 
to spend the summer driving a bike.” 

After submitting the fake licence 


Hawthorne was arrested and later 
pleaded guilty to possessing identity 
documents with intent. Andrew 
Wallace, defending, said the offence 
‘was not a particularly bright thing to 
do’. He added: “It must have looked 
odd having the name Leonard 
Hawthorne on a Bulgarian licence.” 

Hawthorne was given a 12-month 
community order, told to pay £250 in 
costs, and ordered to carry out 200 
hours of unpaid work.

“Ewan was in there for the first 
seven weeks of his life. They did so 
much for him and us.” 

Mr Brotherton and Mr Shein, 32, 
both work at the One Man and His Dog 
pub in Bloxwich. 

The pair have already raised more 


than £400 and are aiming to hit the 
£500 mark for the good cause. 

Mr Brotherton said both his partner 
Jill-Marie Powell, 29, and Ewan were 
doing well. 

“Ewan had some bleeding on the 
brain and problems with his lungs but 
he is a happy and healthy child. 

“His mum recovered well and we just 
wanted to do something to show our 
appreciation for the hospital. 

“We are a close family and me and 
Craig decided to do the run together. 
We have been training for weeks. 

“We’re looking at keeping up the 
running and may attempt a half 
marathon next year. ”

He said: “We promised we would 
reinstate the toilets and I am delighted 
that we have delivered on our promise. 

“I’d like to thank the local residents 
and businesses for their support.”

AWARD-WINNING artist Luke 
Perry is adding the finishing 
touches to sculptures paying 
homage to a Black Country 
town. 

Luke Perry’s artworks will be 
housed inside Grace Academy Darlas- 
ton’s new £26 million building, when it 
opens in September. The eight statues 
have been inspired by the town’s coal¬ 
mining and manufacturing heritage 
and are designed to create an ‘inspiring 
walkway’ at the school’s entrance. 

Mr Perry, aged 30, who founded the 
non-profit public artworks company 


Industrial Heritage Stronghold, said: 
“I wanted to visually create a pathway 
to tell the history of the town and also 
represent the future. 

“The sculptures are a narrative that 
starts with a coal miner in the squat¬ 
ting position, moving through more 
proud postures, to an oversized figure 
representing hope and progress in the 
area.” 

The project has been jointly commis¬ 
sioned by the school with Walsall 
Council. David Shaw, the school’s prin¬ 
cipal, said: “We commissioned Luke’s 
project because we felt it was really 
grounded in the community and cap¬ 


tured the Black Country’s heritage, as 
well as having links to the future and 
the positive impact of education. 

“Our students have taken several 
trips to Luke’s studio to see the manu¬ 
facture of the sculptures in progress 
and this has been a great inspiration to 
them. 

“We can’t wait to welcome our stu¬ 
dents to the new building that will 
open its doors for the first time in Sep¬ 
tember. 

“It offers a great opportunity for 
their development and learning, as 
well as being a great resource for the 
local community ”

I t’s the last week in June, so that 
can mean only one thing - that’s 
right, the start of Wimbledon 
fortnight. 

It’s also, of course, the time when 
tennis fans eat copious amounts of 
strawberries and cream while 
enduring unseasonably bad weather 
and doing lots of cheering on 
Henman Hill, just as the light begins 
to fail... 

Once again, Brits everywhere will 
be keeping their fingers crossed that 
we’ll be celebrating the first home¬ 
grown winner of the men’s 
tournament since the mighty Fred 
Perry lifted the famous trophy for the 
third and final time in 1936. 

Andy Murray has as good a 
chance as anybody of being crowned 
champion this year, having come so 
close in 2012. However, he isn’t the 
kind of character to let the hopes of 
a nation weigh too heavily on his 
muscular shoulders. 

In the past he’s been described as 
dour and even bad-tempered; but the 
emotional speech he made after 
losing to Roger Federer in four nail- 
biting sets helped to improve his 


What Murray also has, which 
some previous British number ones 
have lacked, is the will to win at all 
costs. Having won a Grand Slam 
(the 2012 US Open) and the gold 
medal in the men’s singles at the 
Olympics, he now knows what it 
takes to triumph in major 
championships - which means he’s 
better equipped to go one step 
further this time around. 

One man who knows a lot about 
carrying the expectation of an entire 
country is Tim Henman, who claims 
he didn’t really mind the pressure. 

“I never had a problem with it 
because I never really felt like there 
was any pressure,” says Tiger Tim. 
“My attitude was that it had been my 
dream to play at Wimbledon on 
Centre Court. I played a lot of my 
best tennis and got a lot of my best 
results out there. 

‘At the end of the day it’s slightly 
selfish, but I was going on the court 
to play for myself, I wasn’t playing for 
anybody else and I think that’s the 
right approach to have. I look at the 


way that Murray’s played and I think 
he has a similar attitude because 
he’s also played some of his best 
tennis there. 

“There’s a psychology to it and you 
want to make sure you’re 
concentrating on the right things.” 

Henman also can’t wait for this 
year’s tournament, during which he’ll 
be part of the BBC’s commentary 
team once again. 

“Even though I don’t play any 
more it’s still my favourite time 
of the year and I love getting 
involved with the commentary,” he 
explains. “It’s the same every time 
I walk in through the gates at 
Wimbledon - I still get that special 
feeling of being at the biggest and 
best place in tennis and that will 
never change.” 

Can Murray do it? Let’s hope so. 
But even if he doesn’t, we’re still 
promised a two-week feast of tennis, 
courtesy of Tim and his colleagues 
Sue Barker, John McEnroe, Boris 
Becker, Tracy Austin, Lindsay 
Davenport, Virginia Wade, Pat Cash, 
Martina Navratilova and Anne 
Keothavong.

Itiumph gives a lot 
of fun for the money 


THERE are many good reasons for 
riding motorcycles, but for many of us 
the thrill, the excitement, the fun 
factor are some of the most impor¬ 
tant. 

But sports bikes of the four-pot, one litre class 
are by no means the only option: even losing a 
cylinder doesn’t mean short measure in what 
really counts. 

Triumph’s latest Street Triple is very quick, 
lighter and compared to many more nimble 
option with performance that belies its 675cc 
capacity. 

The added bonus is it’s now so well-balanced 
and easy to ride a lot of riders like me might find 
it flattering of their abilities. 

The £7,699 Street Triple is a sort of hybrid 
between two successful Triumph models. It has 
many of the styling cues of its big brother, the 
l,050cc Speed Triple - complete with twin ‘bug- 
eye’ headlights - while the three cylinder, 675cc 
engine is shared with the sporting Daytona. 

It was a great piece of genetic engineering: the 
hard-edged looks of what was arguably the origi¬ 
nator of the ‘street fighter’ class of bikes mated 
with the power plant of a proven race-winner. 


In the Street Triple, though, the 105bhp and 
68Nm of torque are delivered in a manner which 
makes for a quick but very tractable road 
machine - some 80 per cent of the pulling power 
is available at a very low 3,500rpm for real-world 
performance. 

It is what it says on the box: a street machine 
not a pretend MotoGP bike. 

It’s red-lined at over 12,000rpm, and independ¬ 
ent sources put the top speed at around 140mph. 

Calipers 

At first sight it’s hard to distinguish the Street 
Triple from its bigger sibling: perhaps the most 
obvious difference being the short, low level 
exhaust. This doesn’t only help to lower the 
centre of gravity it also produces a very satisfying 
range of sounds from burble to growl to howl as 
you feed in the power. 

The Street Triple’s short wheelbase and 
compact size are immediately apparent too, but 
what isn’t so obvious is the all-new, narrower and 
lighter weight frame, including an advanced and 
particularly rigid rear subframe. 

The bike is as light as it looks, too - just 180kg. 

If you’re bored by the engineering, you won’t 
be by the result. This is what makes the Triumph 
such a cracking bike to ride - light, agile, sure¬ 


footed through the twisty bits. There’s no ques¬ 
tion of tipping the Street Triple into a corner, you 
just think it through, like the best sports 
machines. It’s so good it flatters most rider’s (cer¬ 
tainly mine) abilities and inspires confidence. 

The seating position is relatively low but 
upright which to me means comfort. On a naked 
(unfaired) bike that naturally means some wind 
blast at motorway speeds. Some might choose an 
optional fly screen to reduce that: for others, 
though, the wind makes you feel almost weight¬ 
less, reducing strain on your arms on longer trips. 

The multi-function instrument display 
includes a large digital speedo which is easily 
readable in a wide range of lighting conditions. 

The readout includes a gear position indicator, 
while the second ‘clock’ is an analogue tachome¬ 
ter. The 308mm twin front discs with dual 
calipers at the front (and 220mm at the rear) 
provide reassuring stopping power. 

The Street Triple may lose out on outright per¬ 
formance to its bigger brother which will always 
be a consideration for some riders. But I’m not 
sure how much that means in the real world, 
where the 675cc machine’s super sport power 
plant combined with its lighter weight and 
superb agility (and its price tag) has undoubted 
appeal.
